Soy MELROSE JUNIOR SOCCER CLUB fisiistsstatsteSes 


Today the juniors of Melrose Soccer 
Club provide the Guard of Honour for 
Canberra City, and their handpicked boys 
serve as ball-boys for the big match. 

The history of the Club goes back to 
1970. In that year the hills opposite Garran 
began to be filled with houses. Because the 
Hughes-Garran Junior Soccer Club (the 
ancestor of the Concordia Phillip Juniors) 
was already bursting its seams, Dr Frank 
Kunz, the Foundation President of the 
Club, and Frank Milburn, who lived on the 
western slopes of the Valley had decided 
that they would close their intake from the 
other side and establish a new club there. 

Accordingly a public meeting was called 
at Woden. Chaired by Frank Kunz the 
meeting declared Melrose Junior Soccer 
Club formed, adopted the Hughes-Garran 
constitution and elected Frank Milburn its 
first president. Others on the foundation 
executive included Harry Cooper, Don 
Smythe and Brian Thomas. 

The original club colours of maroon and 
white were chosen as a result of Frank Mil- 
burn’s previous association with the Syd- 
ney side Manly Vale club, from whom the 
club obtained its original strip. As this was 
complete with a badge — “M.V. Junior 
Soccer Club’’ — the club's name became 
Melrose Valley Junior Soccer Club. 

By 1971 Melrose juniors had entered 12 
teams in age groups ranging from U.6 to 
U.13. 

Late in 1972 with a pending amalgama- 
tion of the Canberra and District Junior 
Soccer Association and the A.C.T. Amateur 
Soccer Association the club changed its 
name to Melrose Soccer Club so that future 
teams could be entered in the U.16 and 
Senior games organised by the A.C.T.A.S.A. 

With junior soccer in Canberra growing 
year by year the club entered into an 
amalgamation with the Lyons Spanish 
Soccer Club. The club’s name now became 
Melrose-Lyons Soccer Club and introduced 
the present playing colours of maroon, sky 
blue and white. 

By the commencement of the 1977 


season the amalgamation was abandoned 
and the club became once again the Mel- 
rose Soccer Club. 

Twenty-eight teams have been entered 
in the current season’s competitions and 
organised games from U.6-U.17. The club's 
future plans include the eventual entry of 
teams in the Canberra League and con- 
tinued support of the A.C.T.S.F. in its pro- 
motion of soccer throughout the A.C.T. 
and surrounding district.

FOOTBALL LEAGUE NOTES 
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Comment: 

Whilst the opportunity is now available 
in this column to provide information on 
the performance of the Canberra City foot- 
ball leauge teams, we do not intend to 
loose sight of the fact that our PSL team 
represents all soccer in the A.C.T. provid- 
ing a target for attainment to all junior and 
senior players alike. 

There is a long road ahead in developing 
a Canberra soccer environment in which 
local players and clubs will compete with 
each other (including of course City league 
teams) with all the vigour the game allows 
and yet still maintain an ambition to play 
for ‘their’ City team in the National 
League. This requires a maturity of atti- 
tude which is developing in abundance in 
current A.C.T. junior soccer and there are 
many participants working towards this 
end among Federation Clubs and League 
Administrators. 

Although it is unreasonable to expect 
immediate success, the thirty seven young 
men currently playing in City league sides, 
having been together for only eight weeks, 
are already by their skill as team players 
providing evidence of the exciting possi- 
bilities for future soccer in Canberra. They 
and their dedicated coach Vic Fernandez 
deserve your support and encouragement, 
in the first place to consolidate and seal a 
pathway for future players, and secondly 
to silence sceptics who said the concept 
of National Soccer would never work. 

It is of interest to note that a total of 
six listed PSL players have now played in 
our teams in the Federation Cup and first 
games in the league competition which 
were played on 2nd and 9th April respec- 
tively: they are Danny Moulis, Luis Sal- 
gardo, Keny Kawaleva, Ken Henderson, 
Greg Willet and David Lindenmayer.

Club players: 

PSL Team Squad (19 players) — Average 
age 22.5 years.

Corison Comments | 


THE PHILIPS LEAGUE'S 
BIGGEST PROBLEM 


The Philips Soccer League has almost 
reached half-way in its first three years, 
and in many ways has been a tremendous 
success. The playing standard of the League 
is improving, no game is predictable, and 
that is the way a good league competition 
ought ot be. The addition of Brisbane, 
Adelaide, Canberra and Newcastle to the 
so-called soccer strongholds of Sydney and 
Melbourne has been amply rewarded 
through increased spectators, promotion, 
and most importantly the building of city 
identification. 

Identification through crowd support is 
the essential weakness of the League at 
present. Only two or three clubs have got 
it. Let us examine the situation. 

A. Sydney: 

The Sydney crowd support is deplorable, 
and if Sydney-based teams cannot increase 
support they ought to be booted out of the 
League. Sydney Olympic gets a crowd of 
5,000 Greeks, which may do something for 
the Greek community but does nothing for 
the League itself. (How can it when the 
Olympic program is printed in Greek?) 

Eastern Suburbs has no following; 
Western Suburbs as a non-ethnic club has 
to identify with some large district or exist- 
ing soccer adminstration and area other- 
wise it will quickly die; Marconi is basically 
an Italian Club, and not representative of 
the wider community, St George should be 
drawing 10,000 every match, but because 
it is identified with its past Hungarian 
origins it cannot be accepted as a district 
club. A new image, representing a wide 
soccer fraternity, is the only answer for 
each Sydney Club. If they want to stay 
ethnic, then re-apply for the N.S.W. State 
League. Either Wests or Easts could be 
readily identified with, and play in the 


Illawarra area and be sure of instant success 
if they do it right. 

Perhaps St George ought to be adopted 
by Protestant Churches or the St George 
Junior Association (1,200 teams between 
them), then maybe St George will have the 
Sydney Western area (800 teams), and 
could promote accordingly. 

B. Melbourne: 

There are supposedly 200,000 Greek 
migrants living in Melbourne, and both 
Hellas and Alexander seem to think that 
large numbers of Greeks will continue to 
support them. Maybe. But that is not the 
name of the game in a nation-wide League. 
There are nearly 4,000,000 people in Vic- 
toria whose loyalties have to be split four 
ways, in the same way that loyalties are 
split in 12 ways with the VFL teams. Mel- 
bourne Clubs have to consciously set out 
to develop a broadening base of operation, 
and begin to market their clubs in a way 
that will attract loyalties from the Mel- 
bourne fans. Even a dyed-in-the-wool Rules 
fan will identify with a soccer club, if he 
can be carefully manipulated. But he cer- 
tainly won't be if he has to read a match 
program in Greek or Serbo-Croat. 

C. Future Additions to the League: 

It should be mandatory in the future for 
aspiring challengers to the League that 
their organisation represents a large group 
of people, not just an ethnic minority. This 
means that Tasmania and Western Australia 
will enter with new clubs or organisations, 
not the Azzurris or Juventus or Hellas or 
Croatia or whatever. 

Let us be quite clear about it. The Philips 
League will be really big-time in Australia, 
only when crowd suport can readily iden- 
tify with each member club in an Aussie 
way, not with any particular ethnic group.
